profitable. 


Then, too. there are many farmers' 
wives and daughters away from tbe 
centers of population, having bat 
trifling opportunities 
for entertain- 


ment or social contact, who annually 
could earn a considerable amount of 
noney in this manner. The demand 
'or hand wove and hand spun mate- 
rial has increased way beyond the 
ability of the society to supply the 
inished goods, notwithstanding that 
the thousands of women who during 


I the war knitted socks and sweaters 
f for the soldier*, have taken up this 


work. 


The society is teaching the spin- 


ning and weaving of linens and wooi- 
;n.o. the dyeing and finishing of these 
eatiles as they were in Colonial 
days. It has revived the old designs 
and patterns of which a collection 
recently has been made for the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, by men 
and women interested In that organi- 
zation, these designs and fabrics are 
new- being charted 
and collected: 


rom the finest 
early examples of 


American weaving. There are shops 
n New York. Boston. Philadelphia, 
Chicago and Denver which will take 
any amount of the finished material. 
One of the pressing needs of the so- 
ciety Is spinning wheels made of sea-
